The grand jury pointed out that, 


during its recent investigation of 
isolated fraud cases, it had re- 
turned indictments c h a r g i n g 
criminal participation by WPA 
officials In submitting false claims 
to the U. S. Treasury, and added: 


"The 
pursuit of these facts 


gave indications of separate frauds 
and at times shocking official Ig- 
norance. 


"Testimony before this grand 


jury," the presentment continued, 
'forcefully called its attention to 
many Instances of supplies sold

sabe quoted American newspapers 
as saying Koosevelt had told com- 
mittee members that the United 
States must back up democracies 
in any "war against the totalitarian, 
states with arms deliveries. 


"Unbelievable agitation

zaktion) ot Roosevelt after the 
Fuehrer's peace address" was a 
subhead on the dispatch. 


Another said, "AVashington stirs 


up the people to make business." 


"This action of Roosevelt's," 


the dispatch said, "is without 
example since the days of the 
AVorld War. 
It leaves no doubt 


that Roosevelt is a second Wilsou 
who is deliberately walking in the 
footsteps of his Democratic pre- 
decessor in office. 


"As a result of these conversa- 


tions it is clear that tbe United 
States finally has broken with its 
neutrality policy.

ness. 


"Because we do not bend to the 


economic dictates of the Jews but

and England into a battlefield. 


"Therewith is the alliance be- 


tween Moscow and the New York

The pagan god Vulcan, rubbering around 


and playing with fire, produced vulcanized 
rubber. That seems to have been a century 
ago. Naturally Akron, 0., where most of the 
world's vulcanizing has been done, is cele- 
brating it this year. 


Vulcan's American name, it should be add- 


ed, is Charles Goodyear, the Connecticut 
Yankee who had the wisdom or luck to heat 
crude rubber and sulphur together. It hap- 
pened at Woburn, Mass., and they are prop- 
erly celebrating the event there. Next Oc- 
tober, at Boston, the inventor will be duly 
honored by 10,000 American chemists. 


It is sad to think where or what the auto- 


mobile would be today if nobody had thought 
of that rubber-sulphur combination. 
We 


would have had motor cars just the same, 
but they would probably be running on met- 
al tires. And where would the electric indus- 
try be? 


Present-day tires, by the way, seemingly 


so light and fragile, are said to outwear the 
heavy 
steel tires of 
nineteenth-century 


wagons. 


, There arc thousands of useful articles to- 
day made of rubber, and chemists produce 
new ones right along. We might call this 
the Age of Rubber. 


And modern science has produced a great- 


er miracle than Goodycar's. Good rubber can 
be made today from three very cheap and 
plentiful substances—coal, lime and water. 


BENEDICT ARNOLD'S DRUGS 


Those pharmacists who long for the "old- 


fashioned" drug store which sold only drugs 
will have to go farther back for their exam- 
ple than most of us realized. Some one has 
dug up an advertisement put out by Benedict 
Arnold ten years before the Revolutionary 
War. Its opening sentence announced the ar- 
rival from abroad, for his store in New Ha- 
ven, of "a very large and fresh Assortment of 
Drugs and Chymical Preparations." There 
followed a list of 196 items of which not more 
than 23 were really cither drugs or chem- 
icals. 


From the ad one learns that Arnold's drug 


store carried ligs, currants and almonds. 
These things, of course, were used in early 
medicinal concoctions. But how about "Mez- 
zotinto pictures, watches, necklaces, wall 
hangings, account books (ruled and plain), 
painters' colors, tea, rum, sugar, Hebrew Bi- 
bles and buckles?" 


He even carried books, though not a rental 


library. lie offered such practical works as 
"Every Man His Own Lawyer," "Letter 
Writer,'' and "Polite Lady," Then came the 
shocking (to some minds) "Tom Jones" and 
"Tristram Shandy." A surprisingly modern 
title in the list was "Present State of 
Europe." 
> 


, Apparently the modern drug store follows 
an old pattern. Where did we get the idea, 
anyway, that its extraneous offerings were 
the innovations of a cock-eyed era? 


SMALL GIFTS, BIG TOTAL 


, Final figures on receipts from this year's 
anti-infantile paralysis drive will not be avail- 
able for a while, but they may be expected 
to show good results from the "march of 
dimes" and the birthday balls.

A physician walking along the street ono inorn- 


ng felt Boma chills run down his back 
and 


throughout his body. IIo turned back to his Lome, 
removed his clothing, and climbed Into bed. 
The 


family were astonished and naturally asked the 
reason for going to bed. 


"I don't know what is the matter. I felt the 


chills and I find my temperature Is up two degrees. 
t do not feel sick but something is likely attacking 
me and by going to bed instead of staying on my 
'cot, I'll glvo my heart moro strength to fight off 
whatever is coming." 


A physician was called in, made an examination 


of heart, lungs, abdomen, but as there was no pain 
or other symptoms ho was unable to locate any 
rouble aside from a littlo redness of tho throat, 
'ho physician remained in bed almost a week as the 
icart rate was up to 120 most of this time. No 
definite ailment occurred. 


When one is exposed to prolonged cold or to a 


raught. the skin may often lose its color as the 
)lood has been driven inwards. This is called a 
hill. 


When something is causing trouble inside the 


lody anywhere, tho blood from tho surface goes to 
his point to fight it. This causes the chill or chilli- 
ess of the skin and is a distinct warning that some 
rouble—slight or severe—is present. 


A chill, for instance, is usually a sign of a cold, 


ir influenza, pneumonia, or other acute ailments, 
'he fover that follows the chill is really the effort 
f the body to fight off tho uilment. 


"A chill may take a severe form (rigor) with 


•lolcnt shivering, a pinched blue face, cold skin, 
ind chattering teeth, and may be the first sign of, 
or may occur during, an acute infection. It is fol- 
owed by a feeling of intense heat of the body with 
irofuse sweating and a further rise of tempera- 
uro. Bed, a hot drink, ami hot water bottles at the 
)cglnning and end of tho attack, is the best treat- 
nent."

The commission met in Can- 
ada, and Mr. Lamar made fre- 
quent reports to the President, 
just as would any other ambas- 
sador. 


On other occasions, members of 


the supreme court have represent- 
ed the United States government 
in arbitration awards .usually as 
between foreign governments. But 
tbe instances are rare in whtah 
the advice or services of supreme 
court justices are used on purely 
domestic matters. 


There is no real objection to 


the process except that it may 
possibly mean additional work for 
the members of the court. But, on 
the other hand, tbe chances are 
that the 
proposed commission 


which is to study civic service re- 
form will merely ask from Justices 
Reed and Frankfurter an under- 
standing o! the principles which 
they consider basic. 


Presidents have in the past con- 


sulted supreme court justices as 
to public policy, not with the idea 
of finding out the constitutionality 
of legal matters that might arise 
in connection with a proposed pro- 
gram, but often to get tho de- 
tached judgment which a supreme 
court justice might have on a par- 
ticular problem with which he was 
especially familiar before coming 
to the bench. 


The problem of civil service re- 


form is of transcendent

It 
is a leisurely and homey looking 
sport in which the high point of ac- 
tion occurs when -. pair of old gaf- 
fers v;ith ordinary housecleaning 
brooms start sweeping like mad in 
front of what appears to be a tea 
kettle skidding along the ice. The 
curling stone, which is a curved 
piece of granite weighing about 38 
pounds, gets its tea kettle appear- 
ance from the handle which spouts 
out of its top side, writes Tom Reil- 
ly in the New York World-Telegram. 


It is strictly a team game, with 


four men playing on a side. Just to 
make it a bit more confusing these 
combinations are known to the fancy 
as "rinks" rather than teams. The 
most important man in any "rink" 
is called the "skip," which seems to 
be an abbreviated way of calling 
him "skipper" or captain. 
Each 


man has a broom and after the 
stone starts sliding they sweep in 
front of it when the "skip" com- 
mands. 


Curling really Is a combination of 


bowls and shuffleboard. The length 
of each court or "sheet" is 138 feet 
"from hack to hack." A "hack" is 
nothing more than a small board in- 
serted into the ice at each end of 
the "sheet" and on vhich the man 
about to curl the stone puts his foot, 
much as a pitcher toes the sl£-i. In 
front of each hack are three large 
concentric circles, and it is the ob- 
ject of the game to toe the hack at 
one end of the sheet and spin the 
stone as nearly to the center of the 
circles on the other end as is possi- 
ble. After all eight men have had 
their shots the stones are meas- 
ured as in quoits and the score an- 
nounced. The players start first at 
one end of a sheet and then re- 
verse. Fourteen "ends" or trips up 
and down the "sheet" constitute a 
match.

Deutsch Says Pact 
Fails, Produces 
Huge Arms Race 


Munich Pact, a menace to peace, 


instead of the Munich Pact bring- 
ing about peace in the world It 
leads to "the bluest armament 
race the world has ever known," 
Dr. Cart W. Deutsch, Sudeten Ger- 
man exile, *ald last night at a 
meeting sponsored by the Kings- 
ton 
branch 
of 
the 
American 


League for Peace and Democracy. 


Dr. Deutsch, a blond-haired 


German graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Prague, though young in 
years is old in experience gained 
in the part he played in the 
struggle his country made to stem 
the tide of Fascist aggression in 
Czechoslovakia. 


The Munich Pact, he declared, 


merely has strengthened Adolf 
Hitler's attempt to follow In the 
ill-fated footsteps of others who 
have tried to build an empire In 
Central Europe, which he called 
"the Graveyard of Nations." He 
cited five previous failures to unite 
all this territory under the Holy 
Roman Empire, the empire of the 
Sultan, of Turkey, Napoleon, the 
Czars of all the Russias, and the 
Hapsburgs. 


"The pressure goes on today," 


he said, "to build a new Nazi em- 
pire reaching from the Baltic to 
the Black Sea along the old road 
of German imperialism. Germany 
in 1914 succeeded In uniting these 
central European countries but It 
only led to a world war that was 
the most horrible in all history. 
If Hitler is not stopped by a united 
force of all the democratic coun- 
tries today he will again plunge 
the whole world into a war that 
will spread the terror and agony 
of Spain over more than half the 
surface of the globe." 


"As a result of the four-power 


Munich Pact," he said, "Czecho- 
slovakia has been reduced to a 
mere shadow of an independent, 
democratic country and can merely 
echo the hints and follow the 
instructions that are sent out from 
Berlin." Nazi Germany, he pointed 
out, already overarmed, overtaxed 
and underfed, has not added to 
her wealth by conquering Austria 
and Czechoslovakia but has only 
assumed their economic burdens. 
The greater Germany's geograp- 
ical space becomes, the greater 
her economic burdens become and 
hence the need for greater arma- 
ment and more expansion. It is 
ever a constantly acceletated mad 
race for more raw materials to 
support the enormous demands of 
his military machine. The "ap- 
peasement" policy of the reacti6n- 
ary 
Chamberlain 
government 


meekly abeted by the equally re- 
actionary Daladier government of 
France aids and strengthens the 
growth of Fascism. 


He also enlarged upon the fact 


that these policies are becoming 
increasingly clear to the demo- 
cratic peoples of the world. It 
is harder to fool them than it was. 
Greater deception and hypocrisy 
is necessary to cow them Into re~- 
action, as witness the war scare 
that Chamberlain put on in Eng- 
land to convince the English peo- 
ple that ivar was imminent and 
that peace at any price, even with 
dishonor and loss of prestige, was 
preferable. 


"There is only one place in the 


world today where the crime oC 
Munich can be redressed," as- 
serted Dr. Deutscb. "That pla^e 
is Madrid. 
There is only one 


thing that they do not have in 
Spain and that is arms and am- 
munition." 


He pleaded that the embargo 


on Loyalist Spain be lifted 
im- 


mediately. 
He 
declared 
that 


"neutrality (the U, S. Neutrality 
Act; and the embargo on Spain 
has become economically, and in 
cold fact, a part of Hitler's arma- 
ment racket." 


He urged all people who loved 


democracy and cherished Ameri- 
can traditions to write to their 
representatives and to the Presi- 
dent urging the 
lifting of 
the 


embargo on Loyalist Spain.

li/e is well nigh over for David 
Smith. 78 years old, the Ensenada 
Burbank, who makes two oranges 
grow where one grew before, who 
has bred persimmons as large as 
your hat, who is considered through- 
out Mexico one of the horticultural 
wizards of the world. 


Fifty years ago old David left the 


Pennsylvania German valleys of his 
youth and migrated to the frontier 
town of Ensenada in lower Califor- 
nia. There he lives in his adobe 
cottage amid long lanes of cherry, 
orange, lemon, avocado and per- 
simmon trees. 


For a half century people have 


known about old David. His skill in 
coaxing the impossible out ot the 
soda caked soil of lower California 
has made his name a byword 
throughout Mexico. 
Down • there 


they call.him "old man Smith." 


His Greatest Triumphs. 


Today David counts those as his 


greatest triumphs: 


Avocados that grow long and thin 


and seedless—like ~ green-ripe ba- 
nanas. 


Those persimmons as large" >s 


your hat. 


tfuice oranges that look like wrin- 


kled sponges and which spew sweet- 
ness at the touch. 


"Cherry-plums" that can grow on 


the roughest, toughest hillsides. 


David disclaims miracles. Al- 


though he basks in the title of the 
Ensenada Burbank, he lays his suc- 
cess with fruit trees to his early 
cognizance of the fact that combin- 
ing a wild growth with a domestic 
one produces a miraculously hardy 
fruit-bearer, and to the fact that his 
own peculiar style of grafting gives 
A-l results. 


To a Californian David snorted: 


"They do things all wrong in your 
part of the country. 
They want 


trees to look like trees. With long 
trunks and branches that are out of 
reach. That's nonsense. The sun 
should never shine directly on a 
fruit tree's trunk. 
It stunts the 


growth." 


His Oranges Grow on Bushes. 


Thus David's orange trees, for 


example, look like squat little 
Christmas trees. 


Their lowest branches sprout from 


the trunk a few inches above the 
hot soil. 


The weight of their gigantic fruit 


sends these selfsame branches drag- 
ging on the ground. 


Now David has given his farm to 


his Mexican housekeeper, who has 
maintained his two-room home for 
10 years. 


Technically, David is the servant, 


she the master. 


At 78, David's old bones have be- 


come brittle from, drinking the al- 
kali saturated water for 50 years. 
He knows he has not long to live, 
and he is sad because he cannot 
tend his full six acres of beloved 
crops. 
. 


English David speaks with the 


Pennsylvania Dutch accent. 
He 


learned horticulture from his grand- 
father, a member of the Philadel- 
phia sugar trust, he explained. The 
patriarch of Ensenada Americans, 
David remembers the father of the 
Hussong boys—Ensenada's present 
German-American tycoons — who 
came to the town in 1887.

There has long been a tendency to 


call all yellow stones "topaz"—es- 
pecially 
the transparent yellow 


quartz. 
Contrary to the general 


opinion, topaz is often colorless or 
very pale in tint Yellow hues from 
pale to bright sherry arc common, 
but the pale blue and the pale 
green stones are often taken for 
aquamarine. The brownish-yellow 
stones from Brazil are often heated 
and changed to a lovely rose-pink. 
Colorless topaz is often confused 
with the diamond and is made still 
more confusing by the fact that the 
specific gravity of these stones is 
almost identical. The "Bragtnza" 
once owned by the kings of Portugal 
and listed as one of the largest ot 
the famous diamonds in the world, 
is known to be a white- topaz. Such 
colorless stones are known as 
"slaves' diamonds."
